Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant wished to discuss the rejections set forth in the final Office 
Action of 30 October 2006. Applicant stated that the new matter rejection was understood and that the claims would 
most likely be amended to overcome the new matter rejection of the newly added limitation excluding the use of zinc 
pyrithione. Applicant further stated that they would consider amending the claims to overcome the 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph, rejection of the phrase "in the vicinity of the lens" to further clarify that the zinc compound would be 
applied directly over the lens itself. Pursuant to the rejection set forth under 103, Applicant stated that they reiterated 
their earlier position that the combination of Petrus and Riordan actually constitutes a teaching away from the claimed 
invention because Riordan teaches the use of a chelating agent to remove divalent cation deposits in the skin. 
Examiner stated that the reference to Riordan would be reconsidered in view of Applicant's remarks. Applicant further 
stated that the claimed dosage amounts differ from those of the cited art. Examiner encouraged Applicant to clearly 
state on the record why they believe the references constitute a teaching away from the claimed invention, why the 
claimed dosage amounts differ from the cited prior art and also to consider amending the claims to those specifically 
effective dosage range(s). Applicant asked if testimonial evidence, possibly in the form of a declaration, regarding the 
efficacy of the dosage amounts and the claimed composition would be considered if submitted. Examiner stated that 
all evidence would be duly considered if submitted and a determination would be made as to whether it was persuasive 
in establishing non-obviousness of the claimed subject matter..
